More Than 350,000 Heroes of Our Wars 


Are Buried In Graveyards Own­ 
ed by the Government. 


W N the palmy days of democratic 
I 
Athens the bones of every citizen 
who perished in the service of his 
country were brought home to be 
buried in the Cernmieus. A day leas 
appointed in the winter, when military 
; oiterminus were suspended, for the 
funeral. 
One of the noblest orations 
of antiquity—that attributed by Thu 
cydidos to Pericles— was delivered on 
such an occasion. 
Modern nations build stately tnnuso- 
leums for their great generals, but are 
usually content to a Hot only the hasty 
trench or ditch to the common soldier. 
The bones of British soldiers are stut­ 
tered the world around. 
To this rule of indifference as to the 
final resting p'ace of obscure heroes 
the Toited States forms a shining and 
honorable exception. There are tod,i.\ 
eighty-four national <emeteries, which 
contained on June .'IO. BKH), the graves 
of 35P.2S." American soldiers anti sail­ 
ors. 
The national cemeteries are main!' 
a result of the «• i ii war 
In Sepfem 
ber, I‘'(JI. tile so< rotary of war bv gen 


ed by Lincoln, Nor. lo. i 
perfect tribute to the “honored dead" 
who there “gave the last full measure 
of devotion.” 
The cemetery was sub­ 
sequently taken over by the nation. 
In the summer of 1865 a force of 
men under Captain James Moore was 
sent to Andersonville to inclose the 
grounds and provide headboards for 
each grave. 
They were able to identi­ 
fy 12.461 of the graves, leaving only 
451 “unknown.” 
The eighty-four national cemeteries 
are divided according to importance 
into twenty-six first class, twenty sec­ 
ond class, sixteen 
third class and 
twenty-two fourth class cemeteries. 
Those in the first class Include Arling­ 
ton, 
Andersonville, 
Anrietam. Chal­ 
mette. Chattanooga. Nashville. Cor­ 
inth, Gettysburg. Fredericksburg, J e t - 1 
ferson Barracks, Shiloh and Vicksburg. 
In the number o f interments that at 
Arlington 
stands first, 
with 21.100. 
I hat at \ leks burg is a rather close 
second, with 10.802. 
The Nashville 
cemetery is third, with 16,091. 
| 
Arlington, as is generally knowu. for­ 
merly belonged to the wife of General 
Robert E I.ce. Mrs. Lee was a daugh­ 
ter of George Washington Parke Cus- 
tis, who was a grandson of Martha 
Washington. 
The 
stately 
mansion, 
whose classic columns have been seen 
by every visitor to Washington city, 
was in herb ei I by hor. and af the out­ 
break o f the civil war it was the Lee 
home 
Lee. then a colonel in the Unit­ 
ed States array, wrote his resignation 
there April “it. IS01. Two days later 


made up in the 
region where he lived, lost so many 
men. whose deaths were traced to 
Tom. that they were anxious to get 
their hands on the boy.

VV ithout stopping even to return to 
the house she and Tom dashed off in 
one direction, while Sam went in an­ 
other.

At the same moment 
half a dozen horsemen belonging to 
the band, who. having heard the shoot 
ing, galloped after their captain, ap­ 
peared up the road. 
When they reach­ 
ed the Starkweather cabin they found 
It deserted and Bennett lying dead. 
They at once scattered to hunt for 
his slayer, but Tom knew of a bole 
in the ground overhung with bushes 
Into which he and his mother descend­ 
ed, and the searchers missed them. 
When the hunt was given up they left 
their hiding place and made their way 
into the Union tines. 


Oldest Veteran Dead. 
William Ma ca bee. believed to have 
been the oldest veteran of the civil 
war and one of the oldest persons In 
this country, has died since last Me­ 
morial day. 
He passed away at the 
United States Naval home in Phila­ 
delphia. where he had been an inmate 
for thirty years. He celebraied his one 
hundred and seventh birthday on Sept 
22, when he was able to sit up and re­ 
ceive the congratulations of his friends 
aud tell of many of his experiences In 
the navy. 
Macabee entered Tie service of the 
United States when a lad. serving on 
the frigate Constitution until it was 
retired from service. He remained in 
the naval service until he went to the 
home where he died

German Soldier Whose Name Is For­ 
gotten First Suggested Decorat­ 
ing Graves of Comrades. 
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era! order dir.***ted accurate and p»*r 
manent records to be kept of deeeased 
soldiers and their 
p l a c e s of burial 
The work was assigned lo the quarter 
master general’s department. That de 
partment already had charge of the 
burial of officers and soldiers, but its 
care had ordinarily ended with th*- 
drifting smoke of the guns that wore 
discharged over their graves. 
By act of .July IT. 1,802, congress ern- 
powered 
the president to purchase 
cemetery grounds to be used for the 
burial of “soldiers who shall die in the 
service of tho r country.” 
Such was 
the intensity of the great war that for 
some time no action was taken under 
the law. 
Following the battle of Gettysburg 
Governor Curtin of Pennsylvania iii 
augurated a movement whereby sev­ 
eral states purebased seventeen acres 
of ground embracing the center of the 
Union line and caused to be disinterred 
and reburied there the bodies of the 
soldiers who had been buried outside 
this area. 
The cemetery was dedicat­ 


ee quitted his beautiful home forever 
to accept command of the military 
forees of his slate. 
Overlooking as It does the Potomac 
and the capital, a more beautiful spot 
could scarcely be imagined. 
Magnifi­

General Chipman, 
who Is living in California, does not 
remember the name of the writer who 
described himself as a German who 
had served as a private in the Union 
army. 
This soldier wrote that in ilia 
native country it was a custom of the 
people to assemble in the spring and 
scatter flowers on the graves of tho 
dead. 
“ V\ "old it not be a good idea to have 
the Grand Army of the Republic In­ 
augurate such an idea and set aside a 
day in spring In memory of the Union 
dead?” lie wrote. 
General Chipman regarded the sug­ 
gestion most favorably, aud according­ 
ly he drew up a rough draft of a gen­ 
eral order carrying the suggestion into 
effect. 
This he laid before General 
Logan, who heartily approved of the 
Idea. 
General Logan suggested that May* 
•JO be made the date for the observ­ 
ance of Memorial day, his idea being 
that at that date spring flowers could 
be procured in profusion, even in the 
most northern states aud in New Eng­ 
land.

It is related thai General Logan was 
so enthused with the idea of a general 
Memorial day that he added several 
paragraphs to the draft of the order

At first the wisdom of General Lo­ 
gan s order was doubted by many }>©r- 
sons, who urged as an argument that 
the setting aside of a Memorial day 
would unnecessarily keep alive mem­ 
ories of the war and foster enmities.

strong enough, and the first Memorial 
day was generally observed, even by 
posts that had been instituted in the 
south. 
In Washington the first Memorial 
day was observed by appropriate serv­ 
ices in Arlington cemetery. 
Feeling 
still ran high at the capital then, but 
a great crowd went to Arlington. Gen­ 
eral James A. Garfield, who later be­ 
came president, was the orator of the 
day. 
President Johnson w’as present,

The United Staten supreme court’s 
order dissolving the Standard Oil com­ 
pany means that many hundred plants, 
large and small, throughout the Unit­ 
ed States and our possessions abroad 
will be Ton ed b> wind up their bu-i- 
ness. 
The government authorities, as 
a matter of fact, do not know the ex 
act extent of Standard Oil activities. 


E v id e n c e taken in various suits ap­ 
pair* to have established that the 
Standard oil monopoly is composed of 
sixty eight domestic and fifteen for 
eign corporations controlling 123 re­ 
fineries, eleven lubricating oil works.
